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13. Royal Genealogy and Heraldry 
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A FAMILY HISTORY PROJECT 


I. A family history project was undertaken by the Delaware 
County Historical Society as part of its contribution 
to the Sesquicentennial Celebration of Delaware city 
and county in 1958. 

A. The program for the year was planned to reach its 
culmination in the annual meeting in May when the 
summary of the genealogical project would be pre- 
sented. In this manner special recognition was 
given to many residents. 

1. The program for the year might include one or 
two meetings devoted to a review of the area's 
history including a study of early residents 


and their ancesters, 


B. Publicity for the project must be appealing and 
frequent. 
1. Along with the notices announcing each meet- 
ing mention the project. 
2. An article announcing the project should 
appear in the local newspaper as well as 


occasional mention in notices of the regular 
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meetings. 

3. Many people will naturally be interested in the 
project and for this reason the details of the 
project should be clearly and interestingly 
stated. 

4. The blank questionnaire should be sent out 
early in the year and with the directions clearly 


stated, 


II. Compiling the Information and Preparing the Summary. 
A. Upon receipt of the completed questionnaire, it 
should be recopied and the originals kept in a safe 
place. 
B. Each questionnaire must then be studied and the 
period of ancestory determined, 
1. A red circle indicates those who were in the 
county by 1850. 
2. A brown circle indicates those who were in 
the county between 1850-1900. 
3. <A purple circle indicates those who were in 
the state before 1850. 
lh. A blue circle indicates those who were in 


the state between 1850-1900, 
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A black circle indicates those who were in 


the county after 1900. 


C. The information should then be compiled on 3 x 5 


cards, 1349194 
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Ce 
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The name of each ancestor before 1850, 

The names of descendents now in the county 

who answered the questionnaire; or who were 
reported in the questionnaire; or those who 
answered the questionnaires but lived outside 
the county. 

The combined information on the cards forms the 
basis for the summary report. The names of 
1800-1850 ancestors were in capital letters 
with the names of all descendents in regular 
letters, 

Interesting anecdotes and stories might also be 
included in the summary. 

Sufficient copies of the summary should be made 


for distribution to interested persons. 


III. Presentation of the Final Report. 


A. The annual meeting is the best time to conclude 


the project. 
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The program should be centered around the pro- 
ject and be given wide publicity. Many residents 
who are not members of your society can be 
attracted to such a meeting on the basis of per- 
sonal recognition, 

Recognition might also be given tod the newest 
residents in the community. An interesting 
touch may be added by having a number of these 
persons report briefly on their ancestory. 
Reports on the earliest family to settle and the 
most frequently reported family might also be 
given. 

Tributes to the contributions of pioneer women, 
men who served in the wars, prominent persons, 


etc. would also add interest to the program, 


IV. Evaluating the Project

The project should contribute to the society's 


betterment in two ways.

The society will have a fairly complete genea- 
logical history of the area and will have acquired 


many interesting anecdotes of local history. 
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2. Many persons will become members of the society. 
Many persons will have found enjoyment in working 
on the project and at the same time learning more 
about their ancestors. 

With the base for a genealogical file established, 
the work can continue and be expanded. Greater 
emphasis might be given to the special interest 


stories which are found. 
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
